gives testimony that she possesses the talent 
lor playwrlthig to a marked degree. Her 
work has had a long ran at the Vaudeville 
Theatre, London, and it deseves a successful 
career in America, It suggests at times 'Tho 
Lily," particularly In act two. 

The story Is centred around John Ruther- 
ford Sr., a widower, -who treats his family, 
an elderly sister, his two sons (one a minis- 
ter), an old maid daughter and a younger 
son. as If they were servants, and making 
their life at home almost unbearable by his 
strict rulea He lives only for the success of 
his business. He has one hope, that John, 
the younger son, who had been educated at 
college, will some day succeed him as the 
head of Rutherford's. But John, who has a 
strong dislike for the work at the factory, 
spends his time perfecting an invention 
which he believes will reduce greatly the 
coat of operating the factory. He offers to 
sell the Idea to his father. The old man Is 
furious to think that his own son should sell 
him an Invention that he thinks should belong 
absolutely to the house of Rutherford. The 
boy tells the secret of the Invention to his 
father's foreman, Martin. When the old 
man learns that Martin knows the secret, he 
sends for him and demands that his em- 
ployee (who has been with him for twenty- 
tlve years) give up the secret to him. The 
workman, who fears the master, as the elder 
Rutherford is known in the village, agrees, 
thinking, in doing so, he la loyal to the house 
of Rutherford. 

When the boy hears that the father has 
robbed blm of his secret, he robs the firm's 
money box, despite the pleading of his young 
wife. The young husband claims that his 
father had prevented him from becoming 
rich, and that the money he took was his 
own, anyway. He will go to Canada and 
begin life anew, and when ho has "made 
good" be will send for hs wife and baby, 
now four months old. Tearfully, the wife 
lets him go. 

When the old man gets home and learns 
that he had been robbed his rage knows no 
bounds. He has also heard unpleasant ru- 
mors concerning hU daughter, Janet, and 
his foreman, Martin, whom he had trusted 
as be has trusted no one else. He sends 
for Janet and asks her If the rumors are 
true and she admits them. Here follows 
one of the strongest scenes of the play, the 
daughter telling her father that his cruel and 
cola treatment of her had prevented her 
from ever becoming happy, and that she was 
not a daughter to him but a slave, and that 
everytlmo that she was compelled to pull 
off his boots when he came home she ivas 
humlllatled. He orders her to leave the 
house. Just before she goes Martin arrives 
with the news that he has been discharged 
for hl9 affair with her. Why not marry, sug- 
gests Janet. Martin tells that he cannot, 
as he Is still afraid of the old man and 
would like to get his old Job back. So 
Janet leaves the scene. 

The old man on arriving home, finds that 
his son, the minister, has left him for an- 
other vicarage, and he Is left all alone, savo 
for his daughter-in-law and her Infant boj. 

The old man had opposed bis son's mar- 
riage to this young woman who had been a 
stenographer. She Is convinced of the face 
that her husband cannot give her and the boy 
many luxuries In life, so she says to the old 
man: "You stltl have a Rutherford to suc- 
ceed you In business. I'll make a bargain 
with yoa. Give me and the baby a homo 
under your roof for the next ten years, edu- 
cate him until that time, support him and ho 
Is yours when tho ten years are up. You 
don't waot me, but you want the boy. That's 
my price. You won't be able to bully him, 
for In ten years you will be an old man. 
Until he Is ten years old you must agree not 
to Interfere with my bringing up of the boy." 
The old man agrees to this, and the play 
ends. 

The acting throughout is brilliant. The 
cast, which Is an English one, Is headed by 
Norman McKlnnel, who came to us with a 
fine reputation. He Is an artist In every 
sense of that much abuBcd word. In many 
years of theatrcgolng we have rarely seen a 
better actor, and It should be a long time 
before we permit him to return to the Londun 
stage. He made John Rutherford, the cold, 
tyrannical father, a most Interesting charac- 
ter. In short, Mr. McKInnels perfoi-morco 
is one that every actor should sec. It Is a

First performance In America took place 
at the Uelasco Theatre, Washington, D. C, 
on Monday, Dec. 10. 

There were so many openings on Monday 
night, Dec. 30, that the Shuberts and Will- 
iam A Orady decided to give the first local 
performrnce of "The Drone" on Monday 
afternoon. A large audience, composed 1 
largely of professionals, was present. Mr, 
Mayne has written a good comedy, rich In 
humor. It Is very interesting despite the 
fact that one knows Its story before the 
end of tho play. The action takes place In 
tbe kitchen of John Murray, In the County 
of Down, In the Northern part of Ireland, 
where the natives are as much Scotch as 
they are Irish. The characters are well 
drawn fad the acting Is of a high order. 
At times It reminds one of "Bunty Fulls the 
Strings." 

The play, which Is acted by the original 
company which came from the Royalty The- 
atre, London, has for Its leading character 
Daniel Murray, a lovable and peace loving 
old Irishman, honest as tbe day is long, who 
has but one falling — he hates to work. For 
almost fifteen years be has convinced his 
brother, John (a widower), and neighbors 
that he was perfecting an Invention that 
would make the Murraye not only rich, but 
famous. He must give his entire time to 
his "invention," so tbe brother, who Is some- 
thing of a "tight-wad," is therefore com- 
{•elled to keep him In clothes, food and pocket 
money. John Murray bewails the fact that 
lils expenses aro much too high, and that 
his daughter, Mary, Is an Inexperienced 
housekeeper. He desires to marry again, 
and his choice falls upon Sarah Mc- 
MInn, an old "gossip." who, however, 
has a reputation for keeping down her 
household expenses. This Is tho only thing 
about her that appeals to John, She has 
no patience with Daniel, and endeavors 
to expose him. With that end In view she 
calls upon the Murraye, accompaned by ner 
brother Andrew, and a famous engineer 
named Donal Mackenzie, from Scotland, who 
Is to do tbe exposing. Daniel refuses to an- 
swer tho technical questions put to him, tell- 
ing the "company" that he cannot give away 
the secrets of his Invention. Both Mary 
and Daniel threaten to leave the house if 
John marries the old gossip. John agrees 
to break the match. The engineer falls In 
love with Mary, who gradually learns that 
her uncle's Invention has no merit In order 
to win her favor, tbe engineer gives t fav- 
orable report of Daniel's "brain child." In 
the mean time Sarah brings a stilt for breach 
of promise of marriage against John. Sho 
sends her brother Andrew to settle the case 
"out nf court" with Daniel. When Andrew 
hears that the Invention is a success he 



agrees to lake Daniel's offer giving him full 
rights to tho Invention Instead of the 
£1,000 claimed for damages to the heart of 
his sister. 

The company, with the exception of Alec 
F. Thompson (who appeared here last season 
with Lewis Waller, at this same theatre), are 
all new to the New York stage. Tbe chief 
player Is Whltfbrd Kane, a character actor of 
undoubted ability. He gave a splendid per- 
formance as Daniel Murray, the bogus In- 
ventor. He made tho charaoter a lovable and 
charming one, and deserved tho great ap- 
plause bestowed upon him. 

Robert Forsyth, as his brother John, played 
his role— that of the frugal bat kindly 
brother — In a capable manner, His love 
scene with Margaret O'Gorman (who gave a 
clever performance as the crafty Sarah), was 
very funny.

Mr. Illlllard, who has not been seen on a 
Broadway stage In four years, was given a 
rousing welcome. He fits Into the rolo Of 
Kayton admirably, and gives a clean-cut and 
sincere performance, quite the' best we have 
seen blm contribute tn years. 

Selene Johnson, as the counterfeiter'! wife, 
won favor with her splendid emotional work, 
lo a most difficult role.

He was en Intimate 
f rlnad of Thomas B. Reed, and other national 
figures. It was said of him that his Journal- 
istic endeavors had much to do with ehnplng 
the political history of Ohio.

We are assailed by the 
statement that the carnival Is deteriorating. 
We hear continual references to the "good 
eld days" when anything and every thing got 
money. Let us analyze tbe matter, locate 
the fault with the hope of finding a remedy. - 

In tbe so-called • "good old days," which 
phrase I take exception, to. the carnivals 
were new and the public "fell," not for the • 
individual merit of the attractions, but for 
the- novelty. All shown were patronized be- 
cause of the public's curiosity. They wanted 
lo sec what was Inside, • With the class of 
attractions which make up the bulk of the 
average carnival of the present day, one look 
at" the front, one Infliction of the opening, 
aini a child can tell, you all about tbe sbow, 
which brings us to the point. 

New Bhows, novelties are what we most 
rfeed, and a fortune awaits the men who 
place meritorious ones before .the public I 
anight cite, as an example, the wonderful suc- 
cess of the portable motoraome recently In- 
troduced by one of the energetic carnival 
snacnates. Its marvelous money-making pos- 
sibilities are tut a sample of what a real nov- 
elty will do. 

I have in xnlnd a number of showmen with 
the necessary capital,' and with more than 
the average twelve ounces of gray matter, 
who are a&tlQed to take out the same old 
elbow, year after year, play the sane old ter- 
ritory, and then, at the end of the season 
lament the falling off in receipts. 

Why not get something new? Of course. 
It Is a speculation, but a reasonable amount 
•f experience abould enable one to strike tho 
popular chord. Speculation requires nerve 
and money ; so, many of you have both, com- 
bine them with a little conscientious thought 
as to which way tho susceptible public mind 
la Inclining. 

CAIINIVAL IN ITS INFANCT. 

Another point to be considered. The car- 
nival Is still in embryonic form.* Its mush- 
room growth hag been Its greatest drawback. 
. It could not contain Itself, with the result 
that It overflowed and parts of It found 
wrong channels. I am, glad to record that 
some enterprising managers have, during tbe 
recent past, awakened to this fact ana are 
gradually making tbe handling of a carnival 
a real business proposition. 

Now wherein lies tho blame for the chilly 
reception in many instances accorded a carni- 
val man upon bis advent Into town? This 
condition was not brought about by the pub-' 
lie, the carnival man has himself to blame. 
L00S1) business methods (to put It mildly), 
ankept promises, betrayed confidences and 
nut raged hospitality linve almost made him a 
pnrlnl) .'•■ some communities, and It will take 
considerable effort for him to regain the con- 
fidence of the maases. 

I long to see the day when a "mender" 
with a sbow will be excess baggage; when It 
won't be necessary to beg for what you want, 
when citizens will truthfully say ''I'm glad 
you're In town," and when you can Took. 
every man In tho eye and honestly tell him 
you are glad you're a showman. 

Understand, I am not criticising, I am mere- 
ly trying to point out ways and means of 
lettering present conditions, with the sin- 
cere hope that the carnival at large will in 
tho end benefit thereby.

Reaching 
Cincinnati, he published a questionable paper, 
and In consequence of publishing a slander- 
ous article on Mr. Potter, a gentleman much 
respected as the proprietor of The Cincinnati 
Commercial, he was obliged to leave In a 
hurry, ills next venture was the minstrel 
party bearing his name. He was very much 
disliked by every member of that company 
for his overbearing, insolent manner to 
everyone, and It is stated that he was fond of 
exhibiting a revolver, but he was cowed 
down once by David Wambold, who threatened 
to kick his head off.

Wending his way 
South, he was recognized by a rebel officer, 
who shot him In the leg flvo times.

Whllo In Cincin- 
nati with, hla minstrel troupe, he was served 
with so many warrants of arrests for many 
of his former acta of villainy, that he could 
scnrcelv find time to return.from one court 
before he wns perved-ta appear at another.

On Jan. 8 Thomas A. Edison gave demon- 
strations of his latest and perhaps most re- 
markable Invention, bis Klnetophone, or 
"talking picture" machine, and was satisfied 
that it It a sclentli.e success. And now the 
talking motion pictures, which represent the 
work of nearly a quarter of a century by the 
great Inventor, arc promised a public ex- 
hibition In theatres of Greater New York 
within the next thirty days. 

The test was given in the laboratory of 
the "wliard." at West Orange, N. J., and 
while ho said "it is a little raw yet, bat 
watch us — watch us," the rawness wub not 
noticeable to the layman. 

In tho lirtrt picture shown the lecturer 
walked up and down the stage and proceed- 
ed to describe the klnetophone In the voice 
of a campaign orator. 

"We wil now show you what sounds we 
con produce," said the phantom lecturer as 
be walked to a table. "I will break this 
plate." 

The figure dashed the plate to the floor, 
smashing it, and the sound of the tailing 
fragments was plainly audlbh. A man en- 
tered the picture and begin plsylng ' the 
piano, the notes floating through the thea- 
tre. A joung woman violinist Appeared and 
played "dome, Sweet Home," a pianist ac- 
companying her. Then, a woman entered 
who sang old melodies, accouipancd by a 
violin and piano. 

Next a bumw appeared and monded bis 
bugle caHe. Tiiea two collies entered the pic- 
ture. They scurried across the scene, bark- 
ing furiously, and the picture was ended by 
the lecturer who nralaea Mr. Bdlson. 'Have 
that cut out," aaid Mr. Kdlson. ""lhc public 
doeiavt care to bear about me." 

Scenes Srotn "II Tpovatore" and "The 
Chimes of Normandy" followed in quick suc- 



cession. Then came "Her BedempUon," a 
sketch | "The Redemption," n> dramatic 
•ketch ; '"The Politician," a comedy playlet, 
and "The Highwaymen," another dramatic 
tabloid drama.

The test of the klnetophone seems to solve 
the synchronization of the motion picture 
and the phonograph, and when the exhibition 
was over Mr. ICdlson said : "In the next year 
or two It win be no unusual thing to present 
an entire play or opera, as we now arc able 
to produce a playlet or scenes from, the big 
plays. 

"The trouble was la getting sound tonal 
effects, as the recording device Is oblgcd to 
act In concert with the photographic Instru- 
ment This compelled the players to talk at 
an instrument forty feet away, and It was 
quite difficult to get their words so that they 
could be reproduced naturally. We nave 
managed It somehow so that the amusement 
public, as well as ourselves, will be the 
gainer." 

"Sow will this affect the stage?" 
"It will give everybody an opportunity to 
not only see celebrated stage folk but <o 
hear them In their portrayals as tbey speak 
their lines. The voices will be easily recog- 
nisable, and the burger the theatre the 
better the words can be understood. The 
ktnetopbone Is not yet perfected by any 
means, but you may say that .a my opinion 
the talking moving picture la no longer a 
theory but a scientific tact."

A BOX OFFICE 

VIEWPOINT OF THE 

MOVING PICTURE. 

BI R.01IEBT OBAU. 



Perhaps the greatest and most construc- 
tive ux'huvemcnt of the moving picture has 
tjeen the remarkable Increase of theatregoers 
— (permanently created through the natural 
desire of the patrons of the picture theatre 
to sec In the flesh stage presentations with 
which hundreds of thousands were wholly 
unfamiliar. 

It Is not too much to say that in the 
United States alone the moving picture has 
resulted In the creation ef fifteen million 
new theatregoers. Of this numbor perhaps 
one-half had never been Inside a regular the- 
atre, while the other half have repeatedly 
been provided with the Incentive for the- 
atre-going which heretofore had been regarded 
as an annual luxury. This Is so <truo that It 
Is difficult to find a theatrical manager who 
does not regard tbe vogue cf motion pictures 
as an asset. Moreover, the phonograph has 
been a vast Influence In the sume direction, 
and It will, perhaps, surprise many to know- 
that even the Metropolitan Opera House lino 
been materially benefitted, and the problem 
of presenting grand opera at a profit haa 
been solved to a great extent through a de- 
sire on the part of the thousands of per- 
aons who had never heard a grand opera, 
but having heard the arias artificially re- 
produced as sung by the world's greatest 
vocal stars, have gradually found their way 
to the box ofllcc of the majestic opera house 
at Fortieth Street and Hroitdwny. 

In ICuropo the evolution has been even 
more pronounced, especially In the Latin 
countries. An, Illustration Is afforded In tbo 
city of Moscow, In Russia. Fivo years ago 
only the subsidized theatre and opera house 
could attract an audience, whereas to-day 
there arc slxty-Qvo moving picture theatres, 
and these entertain each day In excess of 
40,000 persons. This has resulted In a half 
doxon legitimate theatres finding a public 
created for them. 

In Now York City moro than a quarter of 
n million persons enter dally theatres whero 
the motion picture Is the compelling attrac- 
tion. It Is true Hint vaudeville Is added In 
some of those, hut the patronage was wholly 
created by the moving picture, and can only 
be maintained by retaining It as a vital part 
of the, entertainment provided. 

A careful observation of conditions pro 
vailing throughout tbo country Indicates 
that the vogue of the motion picture 1»sb the 
element of longevity to an extent one may 
well marvel at. A visit to n city not forty 
miles from the Grand Central Depot, having 
a population of 50,000 persons, uncovered 
a most extraordinary Btatus. This communi- 
ty live years ago hnd only three thousand or 
less Inhabitants, yet *t that period there 
■were but two plnccB of amusement, and 
these offered serious problems for the man- 
agers who were Intrepid enough to tempt 
fate Willi their management. To-day this 
city hus live newly erected theatres — largo 
and commodious, devoted to moving pictures, 
and these draw n combined dally attondnnco 
of 12.000 persons, desplto that there are a 
half donon smaller houses wholly devoted to 
the camera man that attract an additional 
dally attendance of nt least R.000. Ono 
would Imagine then that the regular theatre, 
If such could. Indeed, be maintained, would 
fare ill, but It Is a fact that two establish- 
ments, where the oculo of admission prices 
range from H cents to S1.00, are open nearly 
every night, large audiences are the rule, 
and the moat amazing part of It all Is that 
the galleries, which would be mostly affected 
by the vogue of the cheaper houses, are In- 
variably crowded. 

There lire nt least flfty cities between New 
xork and Hoston, where: five years ago the 
one theatre they each boasted of would ho 
opened perhaps one day a week. The men 
win© conducted those were content If they 
'•ould pay the local expenses. Practically all 
of them are to-day moving picture theatres 
open every dny, giving three or more per- 
formances each twenty-four hours, and nav- 
tnaj an annual profit to each of tbelr owners 
Of from JS.000 to $30 000. Hut In this S

the public which was wont to patronise ono 

day a week the visiting stars, now has to bo 
content with the entertainment provided ft 
the Jflctur* theatre, or else It mist journey 
to tho larger cities, such an Hartford New 



Haven, Springfield, Worcester, etc., where tho 
picture vogue has not vet resulted In a total 
obliteration of the higher priced playhouses. 
In the city where I happen to reside 
(Mount Vernon, N. Y.). up to three years 
ago the one theatre there available could not 
attract a paying house for any kind of stage 
offering. One manager after tbe other failed 
disastrously; the house was often dark for 
months at a time, and the thirty-five thou- 
sand persons who live there were compelled 
to go to the metropolis for their amusements. 
Three years ago Keith 4 Proctor leased a 
theatre In Mount Vernon, N. Y., made it at- 
tractive in their own peculiar way, and in- 
stalled therein a picture machine and Invited 
the public to enter. It is no exaggeration 
to state that no week passes that two-thirds 
of the population does not visit this theatre 
at least once. It is necessary to go as early 
as 6.30 P. u. In order to get a seat In the 
house, which has capacity for 1,700 persons. 
At P. M. it is a common sight for more than 
one thousand persons to be seen standing In 
tho lobbies and on the sidewalk, waiting for 
a chance to enter through an exodus of the 
seated audience. But the strangest thing 
of all is that in this city, where three years 
ago there were no theatregoers, and. despite 
the tremendous attendance at this and other 

Slcture theatres, there Is now a well equipped 
ramttlc stock company presenting the best 
plays, the very latest New York successes, 
and charging high prices of admission, yet 
playing to splendid audiences, although the 
same play is given throughout each week. 

Surely this is an amazing Illustration of a 
condition created by the potency of the mov- 
ing picture, for no one can deny that this 
patronage for fine plays Is due to "the the- 
atre habit" contracted by families In the 
suburban city. Now they are confirmed the- 
atregoers, wanting to see all that Is going 
in In theatredom. I would never have be- 
lieved that inch an evolution could take 
place in three years — If I were not a witness 
of the spectacle. 

On East Fourteenth Street, where William 
Fox has made a fortune in the Dewey Thea- 
tre, despite the almost prohibitive rental of 
150,000 a year, It does not seem possible to 
maintain a theatre In which the motion pic- 
ture Is not a vital part. Here we have tbe 
veritable stomach of the Greater City; more- 
over, there Is no Indication that -time or 
progress will ever change the character of 
this thoroughfare. Mr. Fox has two other 
theatres on Fourteenth Street, the Academy 
of Music and the City Theatre. The latter 
was built with a view to provide a modern 
playhouse for the best attractions — It did 
not prosper. Then Mr. Fox, not desiring to 
compete with his own (the Dewey) theatre, 
tried to present what Is called high class 
vaudeville there, charging uptown prices — 
but tbe public would not go. In desperation, 
perhaps, because lie hnd no alternative, Mr. 
Fox decided to ran the City Theatre along 
the same lines as that which Is so successful 
at the Dewey. The two theatres practically 
adjoin each other, but what do you suppose 
happened? Tbe beautiful and costly City 
Theatre has bad Its problem solved. With 
moving pictures and minor vaudeville the 
tremendous patronage of the Dewey left an 
oversow great enough to fill to capacity an- 
other and still larger theatre I Truly it is a 
wonderful Illustration of a public knowing 
what It wants I

PERMITS NECESSARY IN

SOME STATISTICS. 

Tho Brooklyn Eagle has figured up this 
BeaBon's new productions in New York thus 
far as eighty-four, of which' thirty-one have 
been flat failures. Nine are left from Au- 
gust, five from September, two from October, 
and four from November, with very few long 
runs, .. 

"Since tho middle of AugUBt, when the sea- 
son may be said to have fairy begun with 
the opening of 'Just Like John, at the 
new Forty-eighth Street Theatre, there have 
been eighty-four new productions In English 
in the theatre district bordering on Broad- 
way. Of these, seventy-seven were new offer- 
ings and seven were revivals. Sixty-five were 
'straight' dramatic offerings, and nineteen 
were musical productions. «_«■_• 

"Of the seven revivals, four were by Shake- 
speare, while Shaw, GoldaroJth and Sheridan 
each are credited With One. If the Sothern- 
Marlowe revivals are' counted, there will be 
eight additional revivals of Shakespeare's 
plays, but as only one of them can be attrib- 
uted to this season, they have been omitted 
In the calculation. It must also be remem- 
bered that there have been quite a number of 



and so forth, none of which are counted. 

"The showing of three dramatic for every 
musical production Is rather creditable ana 
might be taken to Indicate a growing taste 
for legitimate drama as against Ibe lighter 
entertainment offered by musical comedieB. 
The season's record shows also that there Is 
a far larger proportion of failures among 
musical comedies than among the straight 
dramatic offerings, and as the former aver- 
age much higher In their production cost, 
this may have much to do with making man- 
agers less eager to put them on. 

"On the rather arbitrary baBls lhat a pro- 
duction which Is withdrawn before tbe ex- 
piration of a month Is a failure, and one 
that continues for more than two months Is 
a success, there havo been thirty-one flat 
failures since the season opened and thirty- 
seven successes. The remaining sixteen new 
productions must be put In the doubtful 
column. As a matter of fact, some of the 
productions counted as successes were only 
kept on Broadway in order that the plays 
might acquire prestige for the road tour, but 
since other plays were withdrawn earlier 
than necessary to fill other engagements, the 
arbitrary classification is fairly well in line 
with the facts. 

"Of the six new productions which ssw 
the light of day hi August, not ane remained 
to welcome the New Year on Broadway. 
Two failed immediately, two lingered along 
for some weeks, and the remaining two, 
'Ready Money' and The Merry Countees,' 
the season's earliest successes, were with- 
drawn Just before the holidays. September's 
record Is the best of any month, for out of 
the sixteen new productions in that month 
seven were still current on Jan. 1. They 
are 'Mind the Paint Girl,' The Governor's 
Lady," 'Within the Law,' 'Fanny's First 
Play,' 'Milestones.' 'Broadway Jones,' and 
Oh I Oh I Deiphlne, and every one of the seven 
Is to be counted among tbe substantial suc- 
cesses of the season, having passed or ap- 
proximated to the one hundred performance! 
mark. Two of the seven have been with- 
drawn, but the other live promise to con- 
tinue for some time longer. 

"October revealed tew substantial suc- 
cesses, since out of the fourteen new produc- 
tions of that month only four survived into 
the new year, and of these four only two, 
'The Lady of the Slipper' and 'Little women,' 
will continue beyond the current week. Of 
November's twenty-two new offerings, ten 
greeted 1018 on Broadway, but of these tea, 
seven are already announced to close, leaving 
only 'Snow White,' 'Never Say Die' and 'The 
Whip' with a chance to reach the one hun- 
dredth performance. 

"It is still too early to tell what will hap- 
pen to all of December's nineteen produc- 
tions, but four are already doomed to be 
classed as failures, while four others are 
equally sure of success. These four are 'Stop 
Thief' The Argyle Case,' 'Peg o' My Heart' 
and 'Years of Discretion.' 

"It is worth noting that out of the nine- 
teen musical offerings, eight were flat failures. 
a proportion of nearly one in two, whereas 
In the dramatic offerings there were twenty- 
five immediate failures out of sixty-five offer- 
ings, a proportion much nearer to one in 
three. 

"Altogether the season Is rather remark- 
able for tbe number of successes that cam,? 
early and the Increasing proportion of fail- 
ures that nave marked the approach of the 
now year. As a tendency this Is to be ob- 
served in nearly every season because the 
early successes help to keep patronage away 
from the later offerings, but it has been un- 
usually marked this year.- There has also 
been a much larger number of hnmedhvte 
failures, which indicates a growing tendency 
on the part of the managers to accept the 
verdict of tho critics and first nlghters rather 
than attempt to win patronage for an offer- 
ing in the face of adverse comment. And 
this tendency against 'forcing a run' extends 
to the successes as well, for managers are 
showing an Increasing disposition to take 
off a play as soon as patronage falls off. Tbe 
increasing number of theatres competing for 
business has tended to make long runs tho 
exception."

tion for which came from the recent trials 
resulting from the Rosenthal murder and the 
Incentive the success which had attended the 
production of several of its class. But In 
this case the author has not been so fortunate 
as his predecessors. First, he let the psycho- 
{logical moment pan unheeded, and, second, 
be didn't put the requisite "punch" In his 
Way. 

Then, too, while his work Is not entirely 
without merit, be has, cither consciously or 
unconsciously, taken many of bis Ideas from

Alibi Bill is a crook who protects Dlslc Davis, 
■ society girl, from Bull Donnelly, another 
crook, and gives him a sound thrashing. With 
Allll Bill it Is love at first sight, and he de- 
termines to reform and lead a straight life. 

Ills pals, "Gunner Jack," "Slippery Dick" 
and "Stick-Up Jake," and he are visited by 
G, Fouler Carlton, an acting district attor- 
ney, and threatened with "frame-ups" unless 
Bill agrees to see. Elsie no more, as he (Carl- 
ton) wants to marry her. Carlton is himself 
"crooked," and Bill and his pals know It, but 
BUI defies hhn. Before Carlton has a chance 
to "frame-up" Bill, the latter meets Anna 
Greene, of the secret service, and a friend of 
Elsie. MIbs Greene, to get Bill out Carlton's 
way, takes him to Washington as a federal 
prisoner. Bill enters the secret service and 
becomes one of Its best and most trusted men. 
He has caused it to be published that Alibi 
BUI died In the federal prison at Atlanta, and 
he assumes the name of Montgomery Vandor- 
fcoff. 

Jack, Dick and Jake, having been hounded 
by Carlton, are forced to leave the city 
(presumably New York), and arrive In Wash- 
ington, whore they attempt to burglarize 
Rill's house. They are caught In the act by 
Oyura, Bill's Japanese assistant, and con- 
fronted by mil. They recognize him, but he 
denies his identity. 

Carlton has nt last been trapped by Bill, 
end Is summoned to Washington n. I forced 
1o promise to mnko good his peculations, 
amounting to $180,000, and resign. Of 
course, he tries to outwit Bill. He brings 
Jack, Dick and Jake to his office and bar- 
gains with them to "croak" Bill, but in- 
stead he Is killed by Jack, who uses a pistol 
with smokeless powder cartridges and a 
Maxim silencer. 

' A rather stupid and Illogical police cap- 
tain endeavors to place the blame on Alibi, 
In spite of the latter being a Secret Scrvlco 
officer, but Jack confesses and the curtain 
falls wlth-Elalo In the nrm« of Bill. 

fTho lack of originality In tho story and 
scenes of this play are obvious, but the 
characters arc fairly well drawn. Tlio scene 
In which Alibi Bill denies his Identity to his 

f>als is poorly conceived and utterly value- 
ens. It has no purpose other than the lead- 
ing up to a dramatic purpose In which a re- 
volver Is supposed to be noiselessly dis- 
charged. Its improbability Is so apparent 
Hint It Is absurd, and the scene Is only 
saved from causing laughter by tho excellent 
work of the actors in It. 

Of the members of the company thcro Is, 
with one exception, naught but praise. 

Ralph Stuart wns manly and forceful ns 
Alibi hill. In tho scene where Hill denies Ills 
Identity to his pals, his work wns particularly 
good, nnd while the Improbability of the situ- 
ation made it impossible for his work to bo 
convincing, he nevertheless merited the ap- 
plause accorded htm. 

'Harold Iiartscll shared first honors with 
Mr. Stuart, and made "Gunner Jack" a real 
churn ctor. 

Untie] Adams failed In IiIb Interpretation 
of Carlton. Not only was he uncertain In 
his lines, but ho hud the wrong conception 
of the role, nnd In tho scene where, he is 
given three minutes to live he failed to 
show that fear which a character like Carl- 
ton would show under similar circumstances. 

Klcanor Lawson did good work as Anna 
Greene, of tho Secret Scrvlco, nnd Y. Amoru- 
Ivn gave a clever portrayal of Oyura. Tho 
others did well nil that was required of 
them. 

Tho play proved a failure nnd was with- 
drawn after tho performance Jan. 2, Whit.

MOTION PICTURE THEATRES WIN 
POINT. 

For a number of years tlicro has been A 
good dcnl of agitation concerning standees 
at places of amusement. This has been par- 
ticularly true ln moving picture shows. Tho 
Fire Department of the City of New York has 
for Borne time past been endeavoring to tnko 
very Btrlngcnt measures concerning thoso 
shows 

Section 702, of the New York Clinrtor, pro- 
hlblted standees of nny kind, but the section 
provided that tho City of New York cpuld 
have homo rule ln tbo matter of standees, 
and empowered tho Hoard, of Aldermen to 
repeal that section of the charter relating to 
otandces and substitute therefor Its own ordi- 
nance. A violation of the section of the 
charter was punishable by a heavy flno and 
a long Jail term. Last year tho Board of 
Aldermen passed a substitute ordinance, and 
that ordinance provided that a violation ot 
tho ordinandi should bo punishable iby tho pen- 
alties thorctoforo prescribed for tlio violation 
of tho old charter regarding standees. Tho 
nuthorltles construed that to mean thnt that 
constituted a misdemeanor and was punish- 
able by a flno and Jail sentence. 

Counsellor Toblns A. Kcpplcr was retained 
by Alderman Max Lovlne, wlio Is the at- 
torney for a proprietor of a moving picture 
show on Forsytlm Street, who was charged 
with a violation of tho ordinance. After a 
very lengthy argument between Mr. Kepiiler 
and Assistant Corporation Counsel McNiilty, 
who went exhaustively into the law, the 
Court of Special Sessions held that tho vlo- 
Inllon of tho ordinance was not fl crime. 

The-eupon tho Corporation Counsel then 
stated that tho defendant should bo tried 
for maintaining n nuisance nnd endangering 
the lives of tho Inmates of tho moving pic- 
ture show because he permitted the standees 
to crowd the aisles nnd passageways. Br efs 
are to be submitted on this proposition with- 

This Is the first effort made to prose^uta 
proprietors of places of amusement for 
maintaining a nuisance. If the law nolds 
It Is a nuisance, every person owning or 
managing any places of publ c assembly 
which the authorities may claim is over- 
crowded will bo liable to be prosecuted for 
s nuisance, which l» punishable hy a year In 
Jail or IBOO flr*, or boh. Mr. Keppler says 
thnt In his opinion tbe acts complained of do 
not constitute a nuisance as a matter of isw.

coll of wire the Bachelct waves were made 
to do many surprising stunts. A .piece of 
solid aluminum, with a pin guiding It, was 
raised and lowered ot will, nod kept sus- 
pended two or three or four Inches high In 
the air; the hand conld be placed between 
Ibc coll and tho aluminum without any sen- 
sation whatever. Furthermore, tho plate 
could not be pressed back by any amount of 
exertion. Tho force acted equally well 
through lead, glass or steel. A scale with 
an Iron pan being suspended above tbe coll 
had an aluminum plate in it. The scale 
was pulled down to the coll and the alu- 
minum was kept suspended In midair. A 
piece of aluminum placed In a bowl of 
water over the coll was forced upward 
through the water and raised above it at 
any height desired. A piece of aluminum 
laid upon a smaller coll was shot up Into the 
air several feet, nnd two pieces of aluminum 
were alternately repelled and attracted from 
each pole of the coll. Plates of different 
material or of the same material of dif- 
ferent density, causing unequal activity of 
the molecules, were held at different alti- 
tudes above the coll at the same time. 

On a plate of glass laid upon the coll the 
professor's assistant laid his head, and at 
some height above that wns held another 
coll. When the current wns turned on an 
inrnndescent light wns Ignited from the coll 
without any contact and an electric current 
wns passed through the bodies of all the 
fitnesses without the coll touching the bead 
hd without any effect whatever upon tho 



qunrtev of an Inch, nnd the slightest pressure 
moves It along, guided by the grooves. No 
ordinary pressure con return It to Its rest- 
ing place. When the propelling lever is set 
for Just the fraction of a second, putting 
in fcrce the pulling or pushing power, the 
car flics over tho twenty-five foot road like 
a flash, nnd It requires considerable force 
to stop It from keening on. 

A mall carrying car has one row of coll. 
The passenger cars aro built like a cigar, and 
have lifting flanges on each side to keep 
them pcrfecty level. The waves suspend 
them in the nlr, the slightest propelling force 
moves them along;, guided by Hide flanges, 
and when the current Is off the car returns 
to Its track by dropping Just one quart.-r 
inch, to be stopped when its momentum bas 
been exhausted, and the speed nnd stopping 
enn readily be controlled. To demonstrate 
this tbe professor kept the car going back 
and forth like a shuttle, for the distance of 
n few Inches. 

There Is no limit to the exhibitions that 
can be given with this apparatus, which 
overcomes gravity, as demonstrated by a 
scale showing a three pound pull being; 
pushed back to "no weight" whatever. 

The professor la a distinguished looking: 
scientist, and although lie acknowledged that 
after twenty years' research and final 
conquering of the "waves," he does not know 
what they are. one is all the more Impressed 
by the results he has mastered while groping 
In the dark. He has .devoted most of bis 
time to the application of his waves to benefit 
the health of his fellow men, and claims that 



his waves will break up any case of pnea 
monla or other congested diseases, by tba 
molecular activity occasioned by the "flnx,* 
as "Dr. Marco" terms It. 

Tbe Bachelct mystery will without a doubt 

create a great sensation wben presented for 

theatrical or scientific lecture purposes.

favc three performances each day during 
he entire season, with the exception of threo 
days of two performances encb. The doors 
opened at 10 a. M.. 1 and 7 p. m. A parade 
was given each day. This was never at- 
tempted before, and has not been since. An 
amphitheatre was built on each lot a few 
dnys ln advance, which wan covered 
canvas upon arrival of the show.

RECREATION-A HUMAN 
NECESSITY. 

In the evolution of n man from an atavistic 
period, two conditions of the mind lutvo be- 
come fixed — tbc condition or state of pleas- 
ure, and that of displeasure or sorrow. There 
la no middle ground. The latter Is with us 
entirely too often, so I shall dispense with 
It here, but will devote a short spneo to tho 
condition of plcnsurc, Inasmuch ns it has a 
bearing on our work. 

Webster says that pleasure menns delight, 
and that delight means Joy. Whnt gives 
more pleasure, delight or Joy than recreation, 
which reference to Webster once more defines 
as diversion and amusement. 

To keep the race from deteriorating, there- 
fore, roercntlon Is a human necessity, as 
Important to the State nnd Individual ns 
loyally to tho one and food to tho other. 
Amusement Is the balm that makes life en- 
joyable und divests It of Its all too numerous 
sorrows. It was sought after by prehistoric 
man, and the lowest forms of protoplasm 
have Borne direct or Indirect way of express- 
ing pleasure. 

The early stages of life found It In sun- 
busking or eating, a Inter stage of develop- 
ment found pleasure in play or Inlllctlng 
pain, whl'c man, the highest type, seeks bis 
pleasure und recreation In various ways to 
suit his Individuality. Some And it In sports 
nnd games, some In outings, the millionaire 
In philanthropy or a hobby, tho artist In his 
work, tho worklngmnn in a half day's excur- 
sion or n few convivial hours In a beer 
garden. .According to their temperament, all 
seek that which suits them best. High and 
low, rich and poor, sick and well, lame and 
whole, proud nnd meek, all mankind — Chris- 
tian and pagan, white, black ,ind yellow — 
the longing for recreation knows uo creed, 
clnss or condition, >■ 

Tills Is dubbed a cold, cboorless world. 
Imagine It, If you can, without recreation, 

Now, have you over given a thought to tho 
Important part you have In the general flt- 
newi of things? Have you thought of your 
work as a potent factor In tho general uplift 
of man? You, Mr. Bender, are connected 
In some way with the task of amusement ; 
yon, even though employed In a menial ca- 
pacity, are doing your share toward the 
millennium, for every smile, every laugh, mo- 
ment diverted from sorrow. Is for advance- 
ment. 

The performer would he surprised were ho 
called "doctor," yet his work Is as nccessnry 
to humanity as the chemist's concoctions, and 
oftentimes more effective. Tho physician's 
"take a trip abroad," In plain l'ngllsli. means 
"forget your troubles nn<1 enjoy yourself." 

The graceful bareback rider, the daring 
aorlallst, the limber acrobat, contortionist 
nnd gymnast, tho musician, dancer and Joey, 
the fearless rider, tbc animals, the rides, the 
side and pit show wonders, oil performers, 
all attractions, pretentious or otherwise, do 
their quota In making the world and society 
Just a little bit better. 

Man's first entertainment was the panto- 
mime, cru a stage or arena had been thought 
of; man enjoyed mimicry; then, In tho nat- 
ural course of development, came the crudo 
athletic contests, the circus of tho Cresnrs, 



and, close upon Its heels, tho rehearsed 
drama. 

To-day we have the circus and carnival, 
tho park, which Is but n permanently located 
carnival ; the i Ink. fair und exposition, the 
aviation meet, tho Wild West, all engaged In 
purveying recreation, amusing and Instruc- 
tive. 

Whero life has been, thoro was recreation; 
where life will be In times to come, recrea- 
tion in every degree will bo found. Though 
man tnny conio nnd mnn may go, the demand 
for recreation will continue forever, nnd It Is 
up to you, Mr. Hhowinnn, to glvo the host 
that Is In you toward your chosen profession, 
to tho end that generations to coino will point 
to this era, not ns wo point to tbo baccha- 
nalian recreations and orgies of tbo Neroce, 
hut rather as ono wherein tbo recreation of 
humanity wns clean, educating and elevating. 

The man of tho umuscmont business Is not 
looked down upon as ln tho past. It has 
taken tlmo and honesty of purpose, combined 
with closo adherence to principle, for the 
Hhowinnn to make bis calling n recognised 
one. 

Every Infringement by you of tho laws of 
God or man retards tho forward movement of 
tho whole. Know yourself to be as necessary 
to mankind as tho follower of any profession, 
nnd never forget that you, oven though a 
small cog-wheel In the vast machinery of rec- 
reation, have your mlto to contribute toward 
tho betterment of conditions.

It Is held 
together by a cohesive story, and It was 
received with enthusiasm by a largo and dis- 
criminating audience.

He is cast 
Into a well, full of noxious reptiles, but his 
life Is saved by the arrival of Zulelko, who 
orders her retainers to rcECiio him. 

It Is also hern that Joseph Is sold Into 
bondage to the Egyptians 'by his brothers for 
twentv pieces of silver. Mr. Parker hns, 
nnturnllv, from this point found It necessary 
to take some liberties with the ancient 
chronicles In the life of Joseph and his trials, 
until we And liltn at tic cIobc triumphant lii 
dignity and power, as a Prince of bg.ypt and 
untenable only to King Pharaoh hhnself. The 
benutv nnd nobleness of Joseph's character 
finds a fitting climax here In his forgiveness ■ 
of the brothers ar,d all those who bad so 111 
treated him. 

It would be difficult to find an actor who 
could give to the character of Joseph n more 
fitting or picturesque portrayal . than was

THE THANHOUSER PLANT. 

As stated In our last Issue, the plant of 
the Thanhouscr Film Co., Including tho stu- 
dio, Indoor theatre and dressing rooms, at 
drove. Warrant Street and Crescent Avenue, 
New Rochclie, N. Y., was destroyed by Are 
nt l.ftO o'clock Mondny afternoon, Jan. 13. 
The flames started lu the perforating room, 
end sprend to every pnrt of the big two 
story building within five minutes. Fifty 
employees, mostly women, remained in the 
offices on the second floor with J. C. (lite, 
the owner, in an effort to save films and ap- 
paratus, and got out just In time. Mr. Illtc, 
liert Adlor, the publicity agent, and John 
Desmond, a hoy, vore cut off from the stair- 
ways and had to jump from a second story 
window. Mr. Hlte wns the Inst to leave the 
building, hut even in his excitement did not 
overlook his cane, a recent gift from Mrs. 
Illtc. 

The Are was a spectacular one, as tho 
chemical contents of the building burned like 
powder, nnd there wore several loud ex- 
plosions. Fire chief James Ross was on the 
scene two minutes after the alarm was sound- 
ed. The '.'lilef placed the damage «t not aioro 
than *7r>.fl00, but Mr. Hltc's estimate of Ills 
loss slightly exceeded that 6iim. There wns 
no Insurance oa Hie building or any of Its 
contents. 

Name of tho actors or actresses employed 
by tho film company were In the building nt 
the time of tho Arc. Six or eight of them, 
Including Marguerite Snow, ihc 'eadlng 
woman, and James Crussc, the lending man, 
wore nt dinner nt tlnlr hotels when the 
nlnrm wns sounded. Mr. Hlte. who Is piisl- 
(lent of the Mutual Distributing Comjmuy, 
which controls fhe Thanhouscr plant and four 
others, said Hint ho would nt once begin the 
erection of a new plant at New Rixhcile. 
lie promised, employment In one or another 
of his companies for all of the actors and 
nerresscs until the new plant wns completed. 

The Thanhouscr Producing Co., In the mid- 
dle West, under Mr. Ilefl'ron, was to he hack 
nt New Rochellc this week, but they linro 
been wired to ro right on to Los Angeles, to 
the Thanhouscr Company's studio, where a 
company, under Mr. Henderson, has been 
working for n month past. This will make 
two companies nt work there turning out tho 
regular '"Three ft Week. - ' As all tho nega- 
tives were saved, they will not even mli* one 
single release ns already nclverllscd. 

Lawrence Mnrston, Hie producer of the 
"Stnr of Bethlehem" nml other Thanhouscr 
fraturcR, Is busy furnishing a r.lndlo at New 
Roohnllc. and Is even now nt work on a pic- 
ture right on the ruins of the Ore, entitled 
"A Thanhnnsrr Heroine." To hnvc their 
faetiiry and oliites completely destroyed nnd 
still lie able tn iv.ake their regular schedule 
of releases without n single Interrupt km Is 
surely n remnrknble part of their unfortunate 
fire. Wllh the two companies at Los An- 
geles and Mr. Marston already nt work In 
Now ltochcllo, they could soon make four re- 
lenses weekly instend of their three n week.
